HUE SHPPING 
PROFITS. BARED 


Rosseter, Former U. S. Official, Tells 
Senators of Enormous Earnings 
Made During War Time 


Washington.—Profits made by ship 
owners during the war were ‘‘fabu- 
lous,” and ‘‘unbelievable,’’ John: H. 
Rosseter, former director of opera- 
tious of the Shipping Board, told the 
Senate Cummerce Committee in tes- 
timony made public by Chairman 
Jones. The board realized enough 
profits on some ships, he said, but 
the earnings of privately owned ves- 
sels were even greater. 

One ship owned by a company with 
which he had been connected, he said, 
operating under the board as a cargo 
carrier from San Francisco and Cal- 
cutta, earned in one voyage of 110 
days, more than $800,060. This net- 
ted the board, he said, approximatelv 
$750,000 over the compensation al- 
lowed to owners and other expenses.

The board had 
fixed a rate during the war period of 
$60 a ton to Europe, he added, while 
the British rate was $88. 

“Then they had certain so-called 
exceptions or licenses,’ he said, re- 
ferring to the British rate, ‘‘while the 
rate went as high as $120 a ton and 
then in trades like cotton, there was 
practically no contro) at all.” 

Losses due to sinkings and other 
causes amounted to about $27,000,- 
000, the witness said, which was 
charged against the board’s insurance 
division.

CENSUS FOR 1920 1 
PROCLAIMED BY WILSON 


January 2 Announced as Opening 
Day of Country-Wide Drive 


Washington.—A proclamation by 
President Wilson, calling’ ®n all the 
people of the country to give aid to 
the taking of the fourteenth decen- 
nial census, which is to begin Jan- 
uary 2. was made public last Satur- 
day by the Census Bureau. 

The proclamation states that the 
main purpose of the census is to ob- 
tain accurate statistics on which to 
base thé representation in Congress. 
It calls attention to the fact that 
every person is required to give full 
information applying to himse!? and 
the family to which he belongs. 

“No person can be harmed in any 
|way By furnishing the information 
required,” it adds. ‘Census has 
nothing to do with taxation, with 
military or jury service, with the 
compylsion’ of school attendance, 
with the regulation of immigration, 
or with the enforcement of any 
national, state or local law or ordi- 
nance. 

“There need be no fear that any 
| disclosure will be made regarding 
jany individual person or his affairs. 
For in due protection of the rights 
and iaterests of the person furnish- 
ing information, every employee of 
;the Census Bureau is prohibited, un- 
‘der heavy penalty, from disclosing 
| any information which may thus 
come to his kffowledge.
